You m ay have read the report 
“ Taxes and the Budget: a P ro g ram 
for Prosperity In a F ree E conom y,” 
a docum ent issued by the non-parti­ 
san, non-profit C om m ittee for Eco­ 
nomic Development. This group em ­ 
ploys a large staff of experts who 
study governm ental problem s and 
report on them at frequent inter­ 
vals. 
There is m uch in this latest report 
to give aid and com fort to the tax- 
reduction school, but it also contains 
the warning that “ it is not neces­ 
sary or desirable to m ake final de­ 
cisions about 1948 tax policies at 
this time. It will be necessary early 
next year. At that tim e, it will be 
possible to get a clea rer picture of 
the expenditure outlook ahead and 
of the degree of inflationary pres­ 
sure which then exists.” 


But that tax reduction bill and a 
later 
one substantially the 
sam e 
were squashed by presidential veto 
and congress upheld the veto. But 
now the possibility of something 
new (and very attractive) has been 
added—A com m unity property tax 
provision for every taxpayer. 
Briefly this m eans that a husband 
and wife m ay divide their income 
into two equal parts, computing the 
tax on each of those parts, and mul- 
tiplymg by 
co. This naturally cuts 
the total am ount of tax to be paid. 
Under present tax schedules, for ex­ 
am ple, the tax on two joint incomes 
of $50,000 each com es to less than 
the tax on a $100,000-net income be­ 
cause of the steeply-graduated su r­ 
tax rates.

T hree of the nation’s m ajor grain 
exchanges, sm arting under P resi­ 
dent T ru m an ’s accusation that their 
“ speculation” is responsible for pre­ 
vailing high prices of cereals, have 
carried the attack into the enem y 
c a m p by requesting a special con­ 
gressional investigation by the joint 
com m ittee on the economic report. 
The request was m ade by the Chi­ 
cago board of trade, K ansas City 
board of trad e and the Minneapolis 
grain exchange in a letter to Sen. 
R obert Taft (Rep., O ) and Rep. 
Jesse P. Wolcott (Rep., Mich.), co­ 
chairm en of the com m ittee. Taft je- 
sponded im m ediately with a prom ­ 
ise of further hearings. 
Countering Mr. T ru m an 's repeal­ 
ed charges that gam bling and speo- 
ulation by 
grain exchanges have 
boosted food prices higher, the ex­ 
change officials contended that the 
real cause of the rise in grain prices 
is the adm inistration’s “ extraordi­ 
nary and ever increasing purchases 
of grain and flour export.” Admin­ 
istration 
“ bungling 
and 
lack 
of 
planning” also were cited by the 
grain officials. 
W herever the truth m ay lie—and 
it probably is som ew here m idway 
between the governm ent and grain 
exchange viewpoints—it should be 
recognized that a force akin to a 


m inor economic law is operating in 
this particular controversy: 
N orm al 
governm ent 
reaction, 
w henever grain prices shoot above 
w hat is considered a safe level, is 
to lay the blam e on the grain ex­ 
changes, charging them with m anip­ 
ulating prices through speculation. 
That has occurred often enough in 
u. S. history to bear out the theory. 
Grain dealers, of course, invariably 
blam e the situation on over-export­ 


ing-F ro m that standpoint, at least, an 
investigation at this tim e should shed 
some new light on the long-standing 
controversy. It m ight even provide 
som e real information on why prices 
are so high.

Add Czechoslovakia to the list of 
Com m unist - dom inated nations 
in 
E a ste rn Europe. 
A m an nam ed K lem ent Gottwftld, 
Com m unist prem ier of Czechoelo- 
vakia, has em erged as a new strong 
m an, possessing com plete authority 
from the national cabinet to rebuild 
the governm ent of semi-autonom ous 
Slovakia. 
Rebuilding the governm ent of the 
sem i-autonom ous nation will m ean 
simply that Gottwald and his Com ­ 
m unists will change Czechoslovakia 
from a nation whose people had at 
least a p art m easu re of self-govern­ 
m ent to a nation under totalitarian 
rule. 
Although the Slovak D em ocrats, 
predom inantly conservative, are the 
m ajority party in the country, the 
Com m unists w ere able to place Gott­ 
wald, a form er blacksm ith, in com ­ 
plete power.

Strengthen 


Peanut oil and meal markets 
strengthened in the Southwest this 
week, hut demand for shelled pea­ 
nuts continued 
dull. 
The U. S. 
Department of Agriculture’s re­ 
duction and 
Marketing Admini­ 
stration reported a slightly better 
feeling, however, with No. I shell­ 
ed Spanish quoted generally at 16 
cents per pound in ca riots f. o. b. 
caused con.xide able 
damage 
to 
southwestern mills. 
Demand for shelled peanuts re­ 
mained slow m other producing 
areas too, including the southeast­ 
ern states and the Virginia-Caro- 
lina reg ion. 
Farm ers’ stock peanuts going to 
the trade brought government sup­ 
port prices in all areas except for 
a slight premium on Jumbos in 
the Ea«t. The Commodity Credit 
Corporation received the greater 
portion of current movement in 
the Southwest and Southeast.

Dollar volume nondurable goods 
store sales are 
below the 
peak 
levels of 
1946, but total 
retail 
sales continued to climb during 
the month. The upw ard 
surge ot 
sales ot durable goods stores has 
been strong enough to raise the 
volume of total sales to an all-time 
high in September. 
Building throughout the state 
soared to unexpected heights in 
Septem ber and contributed heav­ 
ily to supporting the healthy bus­ 
iness outlook. The Bureau’s index 
of building permits for Texas ci­ 
ties rose to 679 in comparison with 
the prewar base o f IOO. Permits 
were 76 per cent ahead of year- 
ago figures and represented the 
highest crest yet reached by the 
index. 
D espite all the optim istic indi­ 
cators, 
however, 
inflation 
stfll 
loomed as the number one enemy 
of Texas business. 
Establishm ent o f new businesses 
in Texas was still going full steam 
ahead during September, but at 
the same tim e the 
number 
of 
Texas businesses closing down re­ 
mained at its August peak, accord­ 
ing to the Bureau. 
In September 374 new corpo­ 
ration charters were issued com­ 
pared to 247 in Septem ber last 
year, while Dun and Bradstreet 
reported that September failures
